bleſſe the land (in my freneſte J accurſt) and exclaime 
againſt the ſeas , in my madneſſe J bleſt. But alas 
wo2ds vttered from me, are but like birds feathers, 
who ſerue their bodies vſe to flie withall whilſt they 
ate aliue, and others tegardleſſe lye downe vppon them 
when they are dead. The repetition ofmy ſinnes, is 
but with the winnower and the wind, to fanne away the 
chafe, and leaue the growth of the graine, to liue with 
my ſhame. I may ſap J haue ſtnned, and doe fing A repent, 
pet the lawe muſt haue his power and the liuing giue then 
verdid, my griefe is the ſp2ing which my ſozrowe lets 
out, and Juſtice is the pipe which doth take and can 
ftop , while the wozld as the ſpunge that lickes vp the 
ſuperfluous isofpower to beſquerd fozth as the multi- 
fade pleaſe, What though J ſigh , pet my ſinnes mut 
be ſtrucke, the lawe requires it and my iniquities de⸗ 
ſecues it, what though J * complaine, the ng 
mu 
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muſt haue their wils, and they haue wils may rep2oe 
whittoeuer cap. Then ſince the lawe as from che 
fountatve of my offences, hath had power to dꝛawe my 
lie from m?, and the wonſd cuen after my death, may 
baue g Trenath fo condoinne me, words bttered wich 
teste: but requeſt of them this, that ſince up bodp 
ſg ul baue gower to blunt the edge of a icion, mp fall 
maph me f22ce fo abate the keene tha. yericce of their 
rumoꝛingtangues: and if any thirſty oz viiſatiffed ſpleen 
either reiopeing at my falloꝛ bemoning np cvine, Hall de- 
fire to ſee Viraneled the whole web of my t1fe, here ſhall 
he hehold the peete of my travatles wheretn J deſtte him 
to wach kram his memozy the Tames of my name, here 
ſhall he rend mp diurnalt tcanſgreſtious, which J re- 
queſt him fo pardon and not to repꝛoue, ſince no curre is 
ſo cruel! to bite the dead, here as in a mirroz Hut hes 
oke into my miſeries hindywoz;ke, my ſane, my 
ſo;row , myitfe, my death, and the building of me 
gwne labour , begunne from the time J was brought 
by the Sherefe of Middleſex to Nowgate, wꝛought von 
in the Marthaiſeyes , and conciuds molt vatimely at 
Mapping. 

Fo2 my place of birth then J muſt call it in Briſtoll 
where my education was ſuch , as did credit myloumg 
andcarefull father, and was obeyed by me as a dutyfull 
ſonne: J arew vp line a ſtreight plant, and was expected 
of the woꝛthieſt of that Citie, and hoped ſoꝛ of the beſt 
of my countrpe, to haue pꝛeœoued the tunber of a fruitfull 
tree: my company ta our gentry was accounted ſowel⸗ 
come, that they eſteemed me fo2 pleaſure, moꝛe then ex- 
penſes, and the contempt 3 held to alſoſtate with the 
baſe, had bꝛought my faite demeaner to be beloued of the 

belt. Sothat my fellowſhip intirelp deſiced, and mp 
condition held honeſt, my tather was p3zoud to call me 
his happy ſonne. 

In which flouriſhing erpectation in my youth ſotourned 
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in Briſtoll, where J ſo farre pꝛeuailed in the loue of our 
Marchants, that J was ſoone encouraged to goe to 
ſea , the firſt implopment J vndertooke was moꝛe to ſee 
the ſtate and fafhions of fograine countries, and to inrich 
mp vnderſtanding with experience, then any atecvtnes of 
gatie, foftrengthenriotte. So that in herlate memozabie 

maleſties ttcigne, when the dinfion of league was be- 
3 this kingdom and Spaine, Jwent but Nuricr 
* ſent fozthin a man ol Uarreo!f Briſtol} in which charge 
of mine how carefull 4qgzuecned, let my owne hand ne» 
gled to reteꝛ:d, andthe Barchants themſrines when mp 
bodp is in duſt, impartiailyrepozt, J neuer retmring 
home but with ſaples of ſucceiſe profitable to the ventu- 


rers, comio2t to mp father, and credit fo his lonne: 


whereby from degree to degree deſeruing adnancement 
J wos at length let fo?th as Captaine my feife , in which 
cammaund ab dad Howe many J iwayed let my ene 
mies pꝛatle that haue telt me at ſea: which crevit lent 
me, hew well repaid, let Briſtoll ſpe:ke , that in this 
my ertremitie hath labour my peace ? pardon(even with 
the p2tce of eight hundzed pound) felt of my purchaſe and 
feaſted my paines. 

J haue ſate with the Aldermen when my fathar hath 
wept to heare them diſcourſe, and the teares he bath 
ſhed(againT the nature of chuldhod ) hath encourage d my 
valout as it 4 wauldſay,father of me thou ſha t weepe a- 
gaine. Nut death muſt haue no pꝛaiſes, and thoug) 
ſucc eſle being like a (p2ing tive, that relies ſo high il 
it one: fliowthe bounds, J was as auidous to goe to 
Warte, as my Zomacke hungry J had an appetite to eate: 
J complaind ok nothing, fo: Jhcldmy wounds the ban- 
ners oi heralozy bone betone me tomy graue, and all my 
ffudy was how to make nip fathcr in his death but be 
comto2ted by his ſon, an the ſonne toretopce as in ſuch 
a father. Pour pitie Reader then is but this, neither 
ol tather noz of ſonne oy the :ather,that hath toft him 
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he loned, and reiopce in the ſonne that hath finned any 
laments. | 

But to my purpoſe, hauing in ſo many voyages gone 
koꝛth and returned ſo ſucceſlineiy and to appꝛeue, that the 
ſtate of foꝛtune, is like the ſpokes ofa wheele, that is carri⸗ 
ed aſwell bownward as vpward, that this woz!dlp feli⸗ 
city iopes and pleaſure, in which we ſo truſt: which we 
ſtudy to know, labour to parchale, and ate ſo cat ekull to 
keep, ate but lie the day that is giuen vs to vie, and vami⸗ 
theth away euen in thegrowing: Zhat while we thinkwe 
U and ſure on the pynackles of Foztune, we are on the ſud⸗ 
daine ouverth22wne tolye arcuclinginſhame,p!caſure and 
ſa2row, being indeed twins (as ſhall appeare by me) the 
one nv ſooner hatched,but the other is at hand to ſp-plant 
her, and therefoze Imap fitly compare mans happines 
heere to a frutles (mile, the which is pꝛeſently turned in- 


to ſoꝛrowe and teates: te a dꝛeame, the top whereof vant- 
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weth enen as we wake: toa painted Sepulchze, faire 
without and putrified within, oz to a Syren beantifull in 
ſhe w and dectitlul to intice, gloꝛious aboue to bewitch pou 
with gaſing, but leoke downe to the hinder part, to the 
bottom? ot that which hecre we ran mad ic2, we ſhal finde 
this temnting faire to haue the taile of a Scorpion, who in 
the handlung giues ſuch a blow. that it benummeth our bo⸗ 
dies, and the lente of vnderſtanding, and ſtingeth our 
ſoules with an irrecout rable death. 

Foz while 3 thus wallowed in my inclination, ma⸗ 
ſfred by my affections,and making my kel city ont ofothers 
mens miſeries, while q thought p2oſperity at ſca, as ſure 
in my gripe , as the power to ſpeak was free to mp tongus, 
my actions were fo imboldened, and my heatt ſo hardaed, 
that J held ik acowardiſe to diſpatre to attempt, and effe⸗ 
minacy to pitie whoſoener did periſh. Do that my foz- 
tunes, like a byas-bowle, being all this while thzowne vp 
a hill, and gayned not the top oi ſafety, whereon it might 


reſt, it mul of fozce fall downe agatite. Oo J feareles to 
ven; 
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denture, and dꝛeadles of daunger, in the Nraights mec- 

ting with the Turkes Gallies well appointed in a man of 

war, my ſurp2tfed pꝛiſe, waiting my becke, 4 miking (o2 

Baſtow, the I vrk:-sroad V3 to me J was ſoone hald, but 

nip oꝛdnance made an! wer,and diloapning ſo much as to 

giue them kriendlp wozds, in regatomp deſperate bolde⸗ 

nes thought me tree from their rage, we enterd fight, 

where what either was their enconnter, oz our re ſiſtance, 

J will be partiall to repo2t: but the end was, J was taken 

pꝛiſoner, conueid to Tunes, froma Chultian tranſfozmd 

i to a fl ue, had my head and face hauen, and in their necd- 
| full ſecuice, as an infoꝛced wzetch, could Frikinggblowes 
i b2uſing, and hunger pinching, J was compeld to cow in 
| their Gotiree: neceſſt'ꝓ hath no reſiſtance, and tothis miſe⸗ 
ry I waseafo:ced to obey thꝛee years, When J continu⸗ 
ed it out, ſome oꝭ the time with winde, water and biowes, 
bꝛuling me at the ſeas, and the other part with Jron 4 hun⸗ 
ger, tozturde a ſhoze. | | 
In all whichtime, J had occaſion inongh offered me, i 

to haue laid repentance at my heart, to haue ſoꝛtowed fog 
my in quities paſt, and to haue vowed tomy conſcience, 
that if euer God were the bicfſed wozker, to redeeme me 
t om this thꝛaldome and captinitie without whole helpe, 
A lay arcucling4 deſperate, J would account that minut 
the heute of mp birth, and ſo conſecrate m aftcrlife to the 
cbe2pingot his will, that J would conuert my violence to 
patience, my Typrannp to temperancee. all iup vices to 
vertues, and relozine my ile to his bleſſed woꝛd, when on 
the confrary this atfiaion of my body, did not ſo chaltie 
my minde, that J imputed this cozrection, to be laid vpon 
me by the hand of heauen. as a iuſt whip fo2 my offences 
paſt. but the continuance thereof did ſo harden my heart, 
ſo fice my ſplcene, and inflate my ſpirit, that J vowed my 
liberty gained, ſhould be to others !oTe, my freedome 
pꝛoout fat all to other mens goed haps, and that if euec J 
had againe the ſwindge ol mp wit, which was to cõmaund 
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at ſea, my foꝛtunes ſhould aſpire to their loꝛmer eminence 
and my pleaſure grow to their ancient ſcope, oz my body 
ſhould fall 021, 

But ſee the it will of theheauens (and be loꝛewarnd 
by my fall you ſucceeding agee) that J ſhould be the Pꝛo- 
pheſierto my ſelt ot mp owne miſhap ano the fatal rauen to 
ctoke out mine owne rune. 

Fo2 while 3 lap plunged in this ſea of affliction, cloide 
with miſery and without hope of releefe, It fo:tunes 
one Captaine Biihop, with a wealthy pꝛiſe te had then 
tane, to put ia foꝛ I unes, and in a (mall time hauing made 
ſale ofhiz goꝛdd, heh ming (by what rumout J ncuer va⸗ 
derſtood had intelligence oi my thꝛaldom there, of top ex⸗ 
treame vage and in oꝛtunat miſhap, othis own fre nature 
he enquired me out, and demanded of me if J were that 
Captaine Harris ſo talked of in Bito, who hid bene io 
fo:tunate to inrich others, and was now deieged in this 
miſſoztune my ſcl'e? when hauing little pleaſute to heate 
my pꝛapſes (poken,o2 vnmindtul to renew their memozp 
by talke, but rather deſirous ol ſome comſoꝛt to ſupply my 
pꝛeſent want although z euer held it a contemptible baſe⸗ 
nes to begge: he demaunded twice ece J made him an 
anſwere, till at length, the repozt of the place, my 
mother, country, nurſe, and raiſec,and the pꝛeſent yie- 
mozieofmy ancient father, being by his queſtion pur in 
my minde, J reſoluedhimthus: 

That J was he ſwitnelled, what J had bene by his 
owe tongue belige had heard, what J might be on⸗ 
les a dead man) in my p2eſent caſe he could hardly gueſſe, 
yet nat⸗withſt andnig all this , J was bozne at Briſtoll: 
who being ſtruck pꝛelently with an in-ward pity, to ſeg 
me lye chapned inſo :niſerable a caſe , ſv defoztned with⸗ 
out hafre on mp head oz face, ſo ghaſtly in ſhewe, 
ſo hollow-epd , and lo pined away in lech, J might 
percetue the teares to ſtartle in his cies, while his hand 
n into mine put fige duckets, and n the 
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p2iſon, he ſpake to me thus, be of geodchtere Sit, God 
hath in ſtoze, in our greate ſt nee de, and friends no doubt 
but will be pour helpe, when J, not without cauſe, than⸗ 
king him fo2 his pꝛeſent curteſie, without demaunding his 
name, oꝛ littie cxpecting his kindenes ſuccecded, foz that 
inſtant we were both deuided⸗ 

When Captatne Biſhop, as he hath often rclafed vn⸗ 
to me ſince, beingieturved backe to his chamber, he was 
ſfruck with a foꝛcible impꝛeſſion to the heart in pity of my 
ſtate, and the oftner remembzing what Brciſtoll had ſpoke 
of me, he vowed to his ſoule he would pꝛoue myſenlarger, 
ifal the riches he had but lately bꝛoght in, might purchaſe 
my ranſome, with which turteſte of his (oh let no man 
fozbid me to commend him, although fo2 his offences like 
mine he deſerves to be condemnod) he neither telling me 
of his purpoſe, feeding my hope, oꝛ flattering my erpcctas 
tion, he ſo labourd with the Croſimon and Gouernours of 
Tunis, that fo2 thꝛee hund2zed dcukets, which he francklp 
paid ext i knew by what meanes oz by wheme J was ſet 
at liberty, when in a generous diſpoſition, inuiting me to 
bis lodging had my entertainementin ſuch ſoꝛme, es my 
pꝛeſent ſoztunes had cqualdhts, where in regardof my 
lengcapttuity, he was as my Phiſition, to miniſter to my 
health, allowing me all meanes poſſible, and commauns 
ding withall that nothing were wanting might repaire my 
body to a ſtrengthned eſtate: which when J found to bein 
my lelfe,as he had perfealy enabled me within (accozding 
tomy degree, and the dignitie of his bounty) with varies 
ty of ſutes he repaird me without, ſo that one day after be- 
ing alone together, being iocund and frolick loz in al locie⸗ 
ties he accountedme his friend and companion, he ona 
ſuddatneb2ake with me thus. 

Captaine Harris what ſaiſt thou my heart, how art 
thou reſolued man, whether as occaſion ſhall offer thce, 
to make foꝛ England and there to be held bold and behol⸗ 
ding to thy old, bat wauering acquaintance, oꝛ to abide 
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with me, 4 venture thy koztunes with thy certain friend; 
J is not ſtrange vntothee;that ſince the late death ot her 
memoꝛable maieſtie, our moſt royall Souetaigne, and his 
peudent and graue counſell, on appzooued cor ſtberations 
be ſt knowne ts his grace and the ſtate, and not requiſite 
fo2 vs that are ſubicus to exquire, hath leſſend by this ge · 
net all peace the flouriſhir g imployment, that we ſeafaring 
men do biecde fo: at ſea: In thoſe dates of bickering( quot 
ht] we haue ſpent our houres ina high floud, and it will 
bc vnſauoꝛp fo2 vs now, to pick tp our crums in a lowe 
tbbe: to liue in haſenes, and want meanes even to ſuſtain 
nature, to walke vnder the checke of ſome ſuch as haue 
pesrkt vptheir heads to authozitie in this time ok quiet, 
whome we durſt baue buffeted J and theit hepꝛes too in 

| baies of warre. Then ſap, it ſoꝛ England thou reſolucſt 
thy conſe, ſuchis my loue to thy welfare, I wilt not leaue 
toy company, till I ſee thee aſhoze, and then leaue me 
to ſhiit toꝛ my ſelfe, But if with me and iny loue to thee, 
t houwilt faſten thy foztunes, J will call thee my bzother, 
and in theriches J haue gapned J will make thee a ſha⸗ 
rer. 

With which ſpeech of his, haning had intelligence 
that his purchaſe was great, ſeeing his riot and expenſes 
huge and hauing found his curteſie towards my miſery 
manifeſt, 3 \ſgund my inclination peelding. and was al- 
moſt caught at the fir ſt angling, yet ſo2 that inſtant, J de- 
fired ſome {mall reſpite, to conſider of his will, and to my 
requeſt he as ſoone conſenten. 

In which reſpite, nothing diminiching his bounty, no2 
neglecting his fozmer fanour, foz bis purſe was as 
open to me as to himſelfe , it happened that one Captaine 
Gilbert Roup while Captaine Biſhops ſhips ancho20 
in the road, and he with his men did reuell a thoare , with 
a rich pꝛiſe he had lately tane, was come alſs to Tunis: 
bet werne whome thcir acquaintance being fo2mer , there | 
was no neglect of gratulatios in the higheſt WO: 6299 | 
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and my company at the p:eſent was welcometo both: 
when againe , Captaine Biſhops , in the pꝛeſence of 
Captaine Roup, began to ſolicite me in his fozmer purpoſe 
whole woꝛds were by Captain? Roupe as readily ſe:52e2 
t tgeeir perſuaſtons ſo intarged, being as I thought bound 
even to my lite b the curteſie of the one, andfp220 now 
alſo with the riches the other had bꝛought in, neither of 
them were ſo ready to aſke of my conſent as J of free will 
was fozeward ta graunt: whoſe company both «f 
them ſeeming with gladneſſe to be welcomed, Captaine 
Roupe hauing made ſale of his commodities,Ca»taine Bi- 
ſhop and myſelfe reuelling out the time wit) him, a 
ſhip well mand and pzouided foz me, and we th2ee 
combind together in one faction: let the reader thinke we 
ace no at ſea where we thuued ſo ſucceſſally th t J 
biu.htorepoztthe rapine that the hands of ſo fewe did 
erecute on the bodies and ſabſta ice of many: onely this 
that p irt ol tge purchaſe in this voyage we had gain” 

wze made ſale ot at Sophi, aad Sancta- cruci in Barbas 
dad te tem under with one faites we conueid to 
Tuns, wan Captaine Biſhop , finding him belle not 
pcriealy in health, after his caſe and ſuperfluous reve! - 
ling here a ho ire, nine ſhares of our pillags being de 
uided betwene him, Captaine Roup and my ſelle, he 
W1s contented foz a while to confinew at Tunis, and 
C ptaine Roupe pꝛepatd his ſhip to put off 13 unc fo2 59- 
pay in Barbarie, where J heard imediatly after, he met 
Econſozted with Captaine lennings : and Jon the 0- 
ther five rigging my veſſel!, and redying nry men: 
Captaine Biſhop then, neither dedutiag any part out of 
my chare fo; the chip at his owa? charge he had furniſh» 
ed fo:th foz me, J nowput fozth fo2 a voyage my ſel'e. 
When enceantring with rough winds , and vnſea- 
ſonable tempeſts, and me men many of them failing 
ſicke , and in their ſickaeTe periſh?d, with the belt er- 


paditign that experience could teach, with the reſt which 
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remained, we made way fo2 the coaſt of Jreland, and 
ere long we anchozed in Baltimore, where finding p alt 
deate, our ariualiont of daunger , and our entertain- 
ment ſree, we there repatred and freſh vicuald our (hip, 
and there receaurd in the molt part ol my p2cſent company 
namely lohn Spencer, and Tnomas Spencer bothers, 
Samuell Read, and Richard Baker : the reſt which 4 
then tooke in, being not now taken, and in hope thep 
map liue to doe their Bing and countrey better ſeruice, 3 
hope no indifferent man, will condemne me (oz concea- 
ling their names. Mlith whoſe alliſtance being ageing 
mengthned and my chip in freſh plight, J put on foz 
the coaſt of Spaine, where nere the Jlands of Meuera, 
J met with a french ſhip called the Margarct of 
Maruill, ſapling from Lisborne whole chiefeſt lading 
was ſuger, twirt whom and bs, there was no great en⸗ 
counter, befoze my frenchman( although he ſcemed ſome· 
what hot at the) fir began to ſubmit, whome wee p2e- 
ſently boozded and ranſacking her lading (which as be⸗ 
loꝛe we diſcoured was but ſugers) we kound het be- 
neuth to be better Cuft then aboue, fo2 at the bottome of 
her hould we tooke out eight thouſand french crownes, 
and {o much of her chiefeſt lading, as we thought fit toz 
our pꝛeſent ſale and burthen, giuing the ſhip backe to the 
MPaiſter to make foz Fraunce , 02 without offering to 
him oꝛ his men any other hurt. After which keeping, fill 
at ſca, J met with a Duch ſhip, of a farre greater bur- 
then then my owne J was Captaine of, whome J gel- 
ſing moꝛe auatlable foz me in the enterpꝛiſe J had in hnad. 
J compelled him to change with me, moze fo2 feate then 
fo2 loue , 4 ſo gaue them leaue to depart without further 
outrage : the tenth of Pay following and in this pꝛeſent 
yeare of his maieſties reigne, I met alſo with another 
fcench Chip, called the Mary, ofa Parchant of Saint 
Malos laden with wine, twirt whom and vs there was 
a ſmall fight, but their reſiſtance being in vaine, ſhe = 
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made our owne:when lerome Lockey a ſellow though 
pooze in ſhew vet he was cruell at ſea t ſoꝛeward in fight, 
who getting downe into the hould (befoze J had notice . 
and the ſhip had yeelded , when meeting the Parchant, 
and perceiuing his lading to be nothing but wines (not 
of my knowledge J pꝛoteſt befoze God) he tooke thzec oz \ 
foure cable ends and moſt cruelly J confeſſe abuſed the 
Frenchman, to make him erp2eſſe what other lading 
then was ertant in fight, his vellell contained: who 
ſtreight bꝛought him ta eight hundzed Dollers ſo conning- 
ly hid, without which courſe J faithfully beleeue wee 
ſhould neuer haue found them. And which lumme 4 
muſt graunt he pꝛelented to me, the coine J deny not 
but J willingly receiued, pet J negleded not to chectze 
him fo; abuſing the man. Ahich ſhip, and the riches of the 
Margarite J had taken befoze , foz as yet J had made no 
ſale of her goods, Jhadaduiſed my maiſter Peter Bruſh 
and though I ſay a ſkilfull mariner, to bend his courſe - 
againe o: Ireland, and erp:eſſely foz Baltimor : the 
courſe was by him and in generall diſliked, fince wee 
had bene their (olately and my name ſo freſh in memo2y 
abo it the coaſt, although not as pet pꝛoclaimed fo2 a Pi- 
rat; but ſee the will of Yeauen, that ag unt all perſua- 
ſion I ſhoulo bea maine furthercr of mine own ruine + the 
ouerthzow2 ofmy men, foz no perſuaſion no2 reſiſtance 
would alter me, but our courſe mult be readily fo2 Balti- 
more, 

But ſee how it happened, the Frenchman whom JI firſt 
tooke in the Margaritand the Duch alſo whom 4 com- 
pelled to change (hips with me,hauing made fo: England, 
had deliuered my name and iniurie done vato them, to 
the right honourable of the Councel] , as alſo that not 
long befoze their ſurp2iſal Jhad made my reſide + victual- 
ed m ſhip at Baltimor, the which belike amongſt di⸗ 
ners talke (one 02 other ol my men had made knowne 
do them, which their nne vaderſtanding , * 
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to pꝛeuent ſuch out ages committed to their neighbour 
nations and fliends with whom they has league, they 
pzeſently cauſed one o! the kings muicties ſhips, ouer 
whome Sic William Saint Iokn was Captaiue , not ſo 
much alone to ſcoute the coaſt , and ſurpziie me, as to 
pꝛeuent that place, tobe a nourither and apde to any 
ſuch offenders in that caſe as my ſelfe. Which Sentle- 
man, in the Kings ſhip lying at toad, had intelligencers 
lay vppon the mountaines in the mouth of the harbs2, 
who were alwapes ready to gine him inſtrucions ot the 
neate arriuall of any man of warre , o2 other ſhip whom - 
ſoeuer: when to my fate it ſo vntimelp happened, that J 
was the ficſf, and the ſpies by the bearing out topfaile 
and conducting out puſe, had giuen him to vnderſtand lo 
certaine, there was a man of warte comming in, who 
p:eſently cauſed his (hip ſhould be haled vp cloſe vnder a 
plate called Juſtice Crookes Caſtell, whereſhe was impo- 
ib'e to be beſcried, 4 leaſt our eſpial ſhould make vs keep? 
off; Do that we were on the ſudden fallen withinhis com- 
maund, and vnpolſible to retireere that we had any n9- 
tice to be fozewarnd,oz power to reſiſt our dagzr,in which 
diſtreſſe not without much terroz perceiuing our caſe, 
vppon his firſt lommons we peelded our ſelues, 
when Sir William Saint lohn cauſed his long boat to bs 
ſentout to vs, and himſelfe in perſon came vs aboard 
vnto whom J did (as (at my arraignment) we allceſolaed 
to plead this excuſe) thatbeing as true it is, Jwas 
pꝛiſonet in Tunis, and from that thaaldome releaſcd by 
Captaine Biſhop, J was bound to obey him, and all 
that J vid was vader his commaand, that at our laff 
watering at Ballimor , Captaine Biſhop was in our 
company , which now J mult confelſe to be an vntruth, 
and that thereby his conftraint and fleights , moſt of 
my men being bzought aboard and by him compelled to 
vndertake this buſtnes we hauing now got this ad- 


a3ntage , in aſuddaine tozme and growne ſea to * 
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bis company , out purpoſe of comming in was fo peeld 
dur ſelues: not doubting but his mateſtie in commiſſera- 
tion of my eſtate being neuer detected befoze, bought 
from a lane, Biſhep being Lozdof me, and compeld to 
his will, J would ſooner obtaine his mercy, in which 
Kings beare the tipes to be Gods on earth, then the ti⸗ 
goz of Julkice , which hath power to condemne my 
w2etched yet innocent life, and that himſelfe whoſe 
woꝛthineſſe J had heard of, would be ſo gratious a friend 
to the integrity of our cauſe, that my men alſo, whom 
I then pꝛoteſted to be compeld tothe action , ſince we all 
peelded without any violence offered, himſelfe would be 
the teſtimony in ouc behalfe : Who very wiſely conteſted 
vnto vs, that ſo farre as our dealings had bene honeſt , £ 
dur tuſkification true, he would be our friend to the vt- 
molk, and our foe in no part: ſo ſeazing vppen our ſhip 
and goods and impꝛiſoning my lelfe and company, wes 
were by his commiſſion directed from Baltimor to Du- 
blin, from Dublin to Briſtoll, where mp friends mo2- 


ſoꝛtowed to lee me now, thencuer they reiopced to bee 


hold me bekoꝛe, pet neuer negleced to viſit my company, 
allowing me meanes to beare me like a Gentleman, noz 
ceaſing ſince both with purſe andpaines to haue reco- 
uered my peace. 

But what be foze J had ſo cunninaly excuſed, by the 
pꝛouident and ſearching exe ofthe Councell , was found 
to be faulty, andrruttz being waighed in the ſcailes 
ofJaſfice we were found too light, ſo that having te- 
maſnedtwenty dates in Briſtol! , J was from thence 
from @hiriffe to Shiriffe directed fo Newgate , my 
b:other comming along and bearing me company, who 
labouring like the carefull Bee in my buſineſſe neuer idle, 
ſolliciting here and labouring there, and who had hopefull 
expedation and pꝛomiſes J ſhould find mercy that had foz 
my offences deſerned none, J built not pet my truft on 
ſo ſhaking a foundation, but although fo ſupply the 
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company of mymultitude of friends whoſe loue came daily 
to villt me, Fbarean outſide ofmirth, Ih ad a hart 
peete of ſozrow, q conſidering in my thoughts how J had 
wꝛonged the ſtranger, and thoſe whoſe loſſes 3 could ne» 
ner tight, how A had vndone many t had but a lifeto ſa⸗ 
tiſũe all, A deſiced not new to build, lo that where A 
might not continue, but labour fo2 that where J 
ſhould line fo2 ener. 3 thought it not requiſite now, to 
fozxet Heauen foz earth, the ſaule fo2 the bodie, no2 
heauenly pleaſures foz tempoꝛall goods: J acknowledge 
now tgat ina wozldly building the ſtones muſt be b20- 
ken, hewen and ſquared , ere they be fit to make vp the 
wozke: the coznemutt be thꝛaſhed, winnowed and puri- 
fied befoꝛe it be ready foz nouriſhing bzead : the whirle- 
wind mult firſt blow ere Elias be rapt into heauen, ſa 
cuery ſinnermulk be cut, hewen andſquared, with the 
blowes that beat vppon his guilty conſcience , be thzea- 
ſhed wi nnowed and purified with p2ayers, repentance 
and amendement oflife : and ſighes muſt make way both 
fo; body and ſoule, if we meane ere to come fo our hea⸗ 
uenly leruſalem. I temembꝛed now that vacookt meat 
is vnwholelome foz man, and vnmoztified men be no 
creatures foz God: which made me in my chamber in 
the houres of quiet alone nꝛuer haue the Penſiue-mans 
practiſe out of my hand, noʒ the penitent mans- pꝛad iſe 
dutot my heart:thereſoꝛe Imuſt ſay to hum, it was v2gens 
tly done who inkoꝛmed the Counſell, that the Saterdap, 
be foze my trpal t firſt impziſonment in the Parchalſies 
and in my imp2iſo1nement , my firſt meeting with Cap⸗ 
taine Iennings, who at ſea together did call bꝛothers, and 
being with him but oꝛ derly merrie, he repoꝛted to theu 
Lo2dſhips we were mad dꝛunke: this was infozmed to be 
done, and whoſoeuer did it, J mult needes tell him it 
was but a homely meſſage , ſince it is no good no2 chari⸗ 
table office to heape vniuſt iniuries vppen miſerable men: 


foz Apꝛoteſt, J had that teſtimonp in my ſelle, that my 
contrite 
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ſozrow had waſhed away my ſoulene ſte, and loathing my 
life J inuited my death, knowing there is no death 
where tyere 1s no ſinne, fo2 by ſinne death entred into 
the world, and the wages of ſinne is death, ſo that what 
IF was tolooſe, J was ſure to looſe as foone as J had 
life, but the like that J looked fog ſhonld neuer haut 
death , which patience and reſolution of mine, the dili⸗ 
gent J2eacher that bothlabovrd and found in me J doubt 
not (foz truth) but he will ſpeake and conficrme , whish 
Chailtian end of mins J expect , that inltecd of me it ſhall 
encreaſe comfozt in my friends, and be a ſufficient ſaliſ- 
faction to my aduecſaries , of whom cn the bendey 
knees of my heart J humb'y crane? pardon, from whome 
being men J feare not demall, ſince J am ſure it is ſeas 
led of our Maker in heauen, & ſo from a free and vnbur- 
thened heart, a patient mind and willing ſteys, I goe out 
ol my chamber in the Parſhalſtes, the Friday mozning 
being the two and twenty day of December to make my 
death-bed at Mapping. 

Ok whom Reader il thou defireft moꝛe, though he be the 
firſt of number placed in the booke , be was the laſt of 
ſeauenteene that ſuffered : firſt he made his deuotion and 
payers with an affirmatine tongue, thzew away his hat 
as he went bouldly vp the ladder , and being demanded 
ol a ſtcaunget ſtood by him, Jfas pet he had heard no good 
newes from the King? be anſwered him, none 
fir but from the King of Kings: and therefoz8 with 
Peter I muſt reſolue and ſay Jlcoke fo: a new heauen 


andanew earth, acco2ding to his pꝛomiſe wherein dwel- 


leth righceouſneſſe: heſnng (to a ſillable) the one and 
twenty Pſalms, dyeda repentant ſinner end a Ch1ti- 
ſtian, and by the diligence of his naturali bzother , was 
bꝛought tothe keeper of Newgates houſe in Newgates 
market, and from thence as a Chʒiſtian was buried in 
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8 Ince vou are thus karre (gentle Readers) led en with 
this diſcourſe of Captaine Harris, q doubt not but i eu 
will erpect the like of the reſt, which cannot in Captatne 
Jennings be ſo well p:rfozmd as in the fozmer, fo; the e 
ducation of his youth was lo meane and low, he could nc 4- 
ther wꝛite no2 read, yet notwithEanving it is not bzougyt 
to pour eyes vnder his owne hand, the repozt foz certaine 
was taken from his tongue, and thus if is. 

Ftom mp childehood quoth he) J was wholy addicted 
to martiallcourſes, eſpetially in the manly relolut tan of 
ſeafaringmen, J was not diſaniamated at the repo:ts ol 
others dangers paſt, no2 afeard my ſelf to encounter with 
tempeſts to come, whereby in many voyages returning 
from Sea, A gcew to beate the name of a s*1lfull Barrio 
ner, which lo ſoone puft vp aſelfe conteit in my thoughts, 
that J grew ambitious ᷑taight, to haue a whole com- 
maund, and held it baſenes to liue vnder checke. It likt 
me well a ſhipboard to ſes the Captaine but bid, and his 
will in all things was ſtraight oveyd, and ſuch a one in 
my ambitiõ J teſolud to be, w autho2ityand place, finding 
my pꝛeient meanes # friends vnpollible lawſully to raiſe 
me vato, J bluntly reſolued, as we vſe to ſay, to attaine to 
it then byhooke oꝛ by crooks. To which purpoſe, comkfo2- 
ting my ſelle with a cetchies crue, and ſuch as loued ryof 
as well as my ſelte (foz J maſt trueiy confelett was 
one of my ſinnes) we were not long befo2e we had made 
vpour company, turniſhed vs of a ſhip, and by the name of 
Captaine leno1inzs J was knowne at Dea, ſo that in ths 
Queenes maieſties raigne, during the continuance of the 
diſention betwirt the ing ol Spaine 4 the Hollanders, 
I ſound ſuch a ſaferefuge and retirement, info Dankerk, 
after many dapnous ſpoyles committed on their Dutch 
Fly-boates. Pinkes and paſſengers in them, nor

name grew ſoodious, n offences ſo multiplied, that be- 
ing knowne to the ſkate, J was p2oclaimd a Peꝛate, and 
— ſhips both from England and Holland, made out to 
lie in waight fo2 my appꝛehention, which though long firſt 
was at lait ſo eſfeded, that by the Engliſh J was taken, 
t bought pꝛiſoner to the Parſhalſeys, erpecing nothing 
but foz my time oftryall, and hoping foz nothing but pꝛe⸗ 
ſent death. 

When my loning ſiſter ſo labourd with petitions to the 
ffates that lay heere and to divers Parchants, I had fo2- 
merly w2ongd, wherein was my pꝛomiſe of refozmatior 
of life, and vowes of ſeruice to their country, which they 
both knew, and J was certaine J could able them in, 
pꝛoudly ſpoken of my ſelfe, that not a man in Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome could ſtop a leaks vnder water better then J, and 
but without boaſting J could ſay hardly ſo wel, which vers 
tue known to them, with other mp many reſolutions, they 
pittied my fal. were petitioners foz me to the Qucene,cons 
tented themſelnes to ſuſtaine theit loſſe by me, ano twice 
by this meanes theyp2ocard my pardon,a grace from them 
ſo ſuſticient, that if 3 had had grace to haue conc*tud it ſo, 
made good ble of their fauours,my fins had not bene ſo ma⸗ 
ny, my reputation moze,my fauour might haue bene greas 
ter, and the contempt ot me li ſſe, m ſernice haue (ill bene 
held acceptable t a good member in the common wealth: 
but ſee how J requitzdthe laſt of their graces. Pamely not 
only my pardon p2ocurde, paying my charges and ſetting 
me atliberty,but alſo tranſpoꝛting me over, gave me com⸗ 
maund ouer a Flyboaf, and in their ſernice ſent me to ſea, 
in which implo yment. my enterpꝛiſes not thꝛiuing ſo ſuc- 
cefſinely as beſoze, and the pꝛide of my heart not ſtooptag, 
but cõtemningto attend their repꝛooſe, who had ſaucy my 
life, taking fit aduantag? by the fozehcad, with their ſhip e 
furniture, © ſuch men as J had dzawn to my part J leaue 
their ſervice, intens now to ſerue ſoꝛ my ſelle, and by this

ariued at Sophie in Barbary, where vpon my arriuall, vs 
pon ſome diſpleatute that was conteind agauuiſt other Pi⸗ 
rates, concerning the breaking certaine contrages they 
had made with the Governour,and during the time of cxs 
amining o my goods, J was kept pꝛiſonet, but at length 
was r-leaſed and iound luch fauour, that my p2ize was 
ſold to m2 beſt aduantage, foꝛ which /auour J not neg- 
lecting my thankefulnes to the Gouernour,and diners o⸗ 
thers 4 had found my friends, J was contented to ſpend 
there the latter end of the peare, in which time 4 came ac - 
guainted with Captaine Biſhop and Captaine Reupe, 
who did ſocombinde our ſelues together, that the folle w- 
ing ſpzing we went fozth, Biſhop Adimitall, Roupe Tice» 
admirall, and my ſelfe rearadmirall, where what purchaſe 
we tooke of any nation in this voyage, fill we returnd 
and made ſale ofonely at Sophie, which amounting to ſa 
great a ſumme, it is incredible ta repozt, J will onelp ſas 
tiſſle you that the moſt part was conſumed in exceſſei and 
ſo tothis diſcour ſe. 

Theſe pꝛiʒes we had thus taken being heere ſould, there 
was ſome difference fell bet wirt vs thzee concerning our 
thaces, which diſſention betwzene Captaine Roupe 
and my ſelfe was ſoone aftoned : but Captaine Biſhop be- 
cauſe we would not peeld he ſhould haue a full part moze 
then vs both, here we left company, and Captaine Roupe 
and my ſelfe put fo2th to Sea fo2 a voyage againe, when 
after aſsauen daies ſale a leake ſpꝛung in Captain Roups 
thip, which growing lo ſoꝛcible it could by no meanes be 
ffopped, Captaine Roupe and his company were compeld 
I aboard ol mine, and his ſhip ſunke immediatelꝑ 

ter. 

Our ffrenaths being thus confinde into one hould, wo 
were by th's time come to the Ille of Silly, where we met 
with a ſhip called the lohn Euangeliſt, and without much 
paines made her our pꝛize, the twenty ſtr ofDctober imme · 
diately following, ano making lo; Ireland, we tooke alſo 
afrench 
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a french hip laden with bzaſſe and other rich tommodities, 
and ſo bearing vp to Baltimor, we ſent the purſer with the 
long boat a ſhoze, to deale with the kernes fo2 hogges to 
victuall withal, t vader that pzetence ſhew them theit bills 
of lading:!02 it is to be vnderſtood, that this part of Ireland 
and the kernes the inhabitants, haue their beſt Urength 
t ſuppoꝛt by the putting in and nouriſhing o Pyꝛates. Jt 
is alſo to be noted, that as ſoone as any Capta ne hat h tas 
ken any ſhip, a cals ts the Maiſter foꝛ a bill of his lading, 
and demaunds what belongs to the Þarchant, what to 
the Paſter, and what to the Parriners? lo that it he leaue 
them their ſhip, he takes away none but the Parchants 
goods, and by this meanes he knowes hereaiter what he 
is dꝛiuen to be attomptable foz. 

But to the purpoſe, hauing ſafely put in here to Baltimor 
made ſale of her goods they had then taken, and victualy 
their ſhip in readines to depart, Captaine lennings being 

a ſhoze, it happened him to fall in liking with an Iriſh we⸗ 
man, and what with golde and perſwaſion he ſo farre v2e- 
uailed with her, that he wonne her to ſpend her company 
at Dea with him, and lo hoyſing ſailes away they.depart. 

At whole going oat of the road, his inturtes being ſpꝛead 
and whoſe name the third time p2oclatmd a Py2ate, they 
happened vpon one of the Aings ſhips called the Tremen- 
tany, ſent out againſt them, ouer whome Captaine Wil. 
liams was Captaine, and fo2 this diſleigne had ſtrength⸗ 
ned hlinſelſe with ſome or Captaine Hewscompany, be- 
twirt whom being a moſt cozragious encounter, the Cap- 
tains on both ſtdes bꝛauely behaued themſelues, the one 
fighting fo2 honoꝛ and the other fo2 ſafety, but Captaine 
Jennings finding himſeife the weaker, ſince his cauſe was 
the wozſer, his ſhip being of {wift ſpeede and haning wind 
as it appeares, could goe off at his pleaſure,fearing the dans 
ger, was glad by flight to be free v of his foe: ſo e thas 
king ague of this feare, ended the burning feaucr roſe in 
bath the Captaines mindes, namely Captains Iennings 
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and Captaine Roupe, and they vowd now Wwhoſoener 
they met though the loe had the oddes , they would dare 
him to fight, and ſo put on to the coaſt of Spaine, where 
in their ſayling they met with two Spaniſh ſhips, made 
vp tothem, witz all lpeed poſſible, and being come each 
of the other, within reach ol ſhat, either without haling 
th m, oꝛ tommaunding them to ffctke , the ficlk newes 
they heard was abꝛoad ſide, by Which vnwelcome meſ⸗ 
ſeagers vnderſtanding at full, what their neighbours 
were and to what vinuſt comming their purpols was, 
being two ſhips watlikely appointed, and theirenenue 
but one, thep redied them(ſelues fo2 aneedfull deſence, ſo 
that betwirt them ſtraight was acruell fight, the Spas 
niards not doubting in reſpect of their oddes to goe off 
witheaſe, and the other reſoluing with the help of their 
reſolutions to conquer at pleaſure : fo: the ſpace of full 


foure houres was this fight cruell , one fighting in hope 


of lpoile, and the other to ſaue wyat their paines had got: 
lometimes victazie pꝛomiſing fair:ly to the one, to the 
biſharting of the adverſe , and anon declining from 
them ta locke cheerefully on the other, to the diicoura- 
ging of the countrarp- 

But the vallout ofthe Captaines ( thangh it was re⸗ 
ſolute ano deſperat ) being waid in ſcales of tryall. it pꝛo- 
ned too light to counterpoiſe the iuſt od ence and re- 
ſiſtance of the Spaniatds lo that ten oꝛ eleuen of Cap- 
taine Iennings company in this raſh enterpꝛiſe being 
une, himſelſe hurt and twenty moꝛe of the ſame conke⸗ 
detacy dangerouſly, ſhot, their ſhip ſoꝛe beaten , and the 
ſound terrifive, with the beſt wings of halt which thetr 
ſailes could fiye withall, they are glad now to be quit 
of thoſe toes which euen now they were ſo head · ſctong to 
quarrell with, andthe Dpantards on the other five, not 
lcaping ſo well they could boaſt of the day, any moze buf 
this, they weregladofeſcape , by this they were both 
quit ofthe others company. | 

Which 
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Mhich two diſaſters hapning to them one in the necke 
of another, namely their eſcape from Captaine Williams, 
and their miſchieuous conflict in their attempt againſt 
theſe two Spaniards, the whole company began to 
murmure again Taptaine lennings, gathered the voyce 
thereof from thus ground, and was this vtfercd , that no 
doubt their croſſes paſt and daungers pꝛeſent, ſo many 
of their conſozts being ſoꝛe hurt, and their ſhip ſo out of 
oꝛder, it was as a iuſt ſudgement of Gov agaiuſt them, in 
ſuffering their Captaine to bing his who2e aboard z here 
to wallow in his urucit when counſell was to be held foꝛ 
their future la ety:others ſtrengthning it with this, why 
ſhould he haue his hoꝛe fo2 himſelfe any moꝛe thenthe 

reſt? altõdemning the permilltd, x exclaymtng againft biſ⸗ 
oꝛder, amongſt whome there was no oꝛder, they p2eten- 
ded ſtraight to h ue a tedꝛeſſe, Which being ſubtilly vn⸗ 
derſtood by Captaine Rauo, he hauing men of his owne to 
firengthen his part, and finding it the fiff:if aduantage 
koz his aduancement, he ſoothd themon to the anion in 
hand, and v2gÞ them with this, thatſucceſſe in their con- 
Tition was neuer ſound, when a woman was moꝛe Mai⸗ 
ſicr ofthe Captaine, then the Captaine of his men, that 

in ail the purchaſe ( though vnlikelp vet) they ſhould e⸗ 
uec take, though the inticing flatterics, with which he 
fecmedtobe beſotted and bewitched, the maine p2cfit 
thereof ſhould redownd to her, and they like thꝛachers 
ſhould labour and ſweat to bing the (weete vnto other 
mens monthes, whereupon the ſtrength ol their ſpleenes 
being heere incouraged the heat of their murmur grew vp 
to muteny, and in a gio ꝑ maner bꝛeaking into their Cap⸗ 
kaines cabbin, whome they fou ſet and imb2aced by his 
Irich iſt res, they boldly began to repꝛooue his coarſe, 
condemne his vndertakings, and erclaime againtt his 
hboſenesʒ whole hanghty ſpirit bop!ing to beare his condi- 
fioncontcol{/efpectaliyin the care of het he was now toy- 
ing with) by thore whome he held his commaund —

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checke. with a trunchion that lay nere to him he truck one 
of chem on the head, cleares his cabbin okt he reſt, and 
h aging eaten them all to a bay, he cals thus to Captame 

| Roupe: Captaine Roupe will pu {uffer weto be thus 

| taunted and abuſed by the maaneſſe ofraſcals, whoime 

a ſpot of miſchance doth dziue to diſpaire? But he not 

| baity toſuccoz His expectation, his company made good | 

| ag iuſt him, and by their violence and outrage comvelled | 
bim torence to the Cunc-roome, where to auoide the 
he it of their fury,manning the do2e,one of his copany diſ⸗ 
charged a muſket vppen dim, but his life being reſerved 
to a ſuture ſhame foz his ations, it moſt vnfoztunably 
miſt hun, and the fire of their rage being allatd by the per - 
ſwaſion ofTaptaine Roup which in this heat would haue 

. conſumed his like, it was onely agcee d, and their tempeſt 
ſatiificd to haue him diſcarded from his Captaine chip 
aad confiad from the pleaſare and company of his 
wench , by being detained in the gun-roome , ouer 
whome Captaine Roup was made keepzr , ans inlfitn- 
ted alſo their Captaine both of them and their fi: 
onely here is to be noted, in this ſhip there was great 
ſloꝛe of ciches, and ſo they now put out to the ſouth- 
wird Cape. 

| In which time, Captaine Iennings remafning pꝛiſoner 

| with patience ({ince he found reſitance was bootiefſe) he 

| ſo inſinuated with Captaine Roup that he bzought Cap- 

| taine Roup topꝛeuaile with his men, that they gaus 

| their conſents foꝛ his liberty of the ſhip, and then as 

gaine dealing p2inatly with Lodge, Williams and o- 

ther, he had wzought them now torepent their raſhnes, 

and the rather fo2 that Gilbert Roup hauing the power in 

his commaund, he did not ſceme ſo wholy torely on the 

truſt af them who had fozmerty ben of Taptaine Icnnings 

company, as he did onthoſehad bene of his owne,netther 

in countenance and outward ſhewe ( ſecmed any way ſa 

kind andaffable to them) being, indeed a man * 
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terne and obdurate naturethen lennines was, Which 
they dilliking in him in heart', but not daring to vtfer, his 
one affection being theſtronger, they were compelled 
to be content. 

Do that being now in the ſouthward Cape, they hap - 
ned vppon a French pinck with rich lading, againſt 
whole aTatlement th: Frenchman making a fozceable re- 
fiance, they were at length come to grapple, when 
Captaine Roup t his men as well in the ayme of credit to 
be ſerene fo:warder then lennings oz his men, hope of r:⸗ 
ches which they gueſt they had in chaſe, as a'iſo by the 
— perſuaſion and egging of them on by Capt tae 

ennings, when theytame to boarding, Captaine Roup 
and mot 92 alot his company bein ranſacking the pincke, 
Jennings fucnd now to per wude his men thus: that the 
thip was his owne , and he had bene their Captame, that 
much riches they had purchaſed together, and he had gi 
uen them their faithſull ſhares, that occaſt in was now 
offered to ſhewe their loves friends tohim, that if any 
thing had bene amifſe, is vallour ſhould redecme it, and 
his courteſi amend it, th it Captaine Roup made but 
faſkruments of them fo2 his pꝛeſent vie, who by his 
cruell and ſtubboꝛne nature, they might perceiue he 
would requite with vnthankekulneſſe and no doubt with 
theit rumes, when aduantage ſhould further it. 

With which perſuaſion or his, he ſo foꝛcibip pꝛeuailed, 
that they in an inſtant called their Captaine, and began 
ta ready themſelues, to reſiſt Captaine Roup & his fozces 
in the pincke when he ſhould offer to came abooꝛd againe, 
which he intending to doe as alſo to ftaight their chip with 
moſt t the beſt of the luggage they violeatlywithſtod him, 
nav told him further, tgat it᷑ fo theic ſoꝛ ner lab out the 
might not freelp ſhare in the pꝛoſit was found, they were 
now to become as eager foes to him and his company 
as beſo2o tothe Frenchman.

tine lennings is Captame ol hs owne ſhip, Captaine 
Roupof the French pincke, all are friends and they puc 
now fo2 the coaſt ot Ireland. 
When in the way, Captaine lennings hauing tegaind 
his foʒmer riches, charge and a ſhare in the ſpoile Roupe 
had tane ſrom the Frenchman, he began now to conſider 
ol the ficklenes of his eſtate, the vnconſtancp of his men, 
and the dangers that were inſtant to the courſc ofhis life, 
he delired now in heart he might make his peace and pꝛo- 
cure the liberty ofhis country againe, although wtth the 
tender ot all he had, to which purpoſe he entended to 02der 
his actions, when ſafe occaſion ſhould ſuffer him, though 
concealing his intent to himſelfe, and ſo they put into Bal- 
timor, which harboz lies in my K od of Claticards toun- 
try, and te whome he meant toſubmit himſelke, but by ng 
meanes whether his men ſuſpcaing his intent 02 no J am 
bnreſolued) he could not be ſuffced to goe aſhoze, onelp 
koure othis company being ſent out with the long-boate, 
namely Thomas Renolds, Iohn Lodge, Iohn Williams 
who was Botſon of the ſhip, and one I:mesafrenchman 
who was Trumpeter, to diſcry if the coaſt wore cleare 
and theic arriuall might be in ſafety, who being landed 
reſolned with themſelues, neuer to returne to carry him 
newes, but euerp one to make ſhift foz one, and ſo aſhoze 
to auoide ſuſpition they betooke theiccourſe to ſeuerall 
waies, lames the Trumpetter hyꝛing an lriſn kerne tobe 
his guide, by his conducto; had his thꝛoat cut. Renoldi 
was firſt taken, by a Captaine of my Loꝛd of Clanricards, 
and bzought befoꝛe my Loꝛd in his Caſtie,who confeling 
bow and with whome he came in, he was with a chargs 
t onueid to the Caſtlein Dublin, but Lodge and Williams 
tame not till a foztnight after, | . 
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But Tennings now ſeeing theirreturnedoubtfull, be- 
gan ſtraight to ſuſpe d himſelfe, and put offagaine from 
Baltimor vp to the river of Limbrincke, which is my 
Loꝛd of Toumonds country, vet deſiring [fill to peelde vp 
bunſelife, if ſafely he might, where lping at ancho2 both 
with Captaine Roupes ſhip and his owne,yet ſo far wi h⸗ 
out reach oi my Loꝛd of Toumonds Callie, that he migbt 
goe off and come on at pleaſure, he now in his long boat 
himſelfe put on neate the ſhoare , and cauſed a parle to be 
ſommond tothe Caſteil, of which lommons my Lo2d 
vndecſtanding, he ſent downe to him one of his ſonnes 
and diuerſe of his men to know what they would which 
being decended, Iennings expꝛeſſed to them that he deſf- 
red ſome conference with my Loꝛd whom ikit pleaſed his 
honour he would attend in his own Calle, onely that offe⸗ 
ring thus voluntary te put himſelfe (being in danger into 
his Lo2dſhips hãds, be would haue a couple left aboard his 
ſhip es hoſtage fo2 his ſafe returnc, which vnderſtood at ful 
by my Loꝛd, his requeſt was graunted,4 lennings was cõ - 
ducted vp to the town ⁊ two of my Loꝛds chiefeſt men ſent 
as pledges abo od, when d next mozning lennings being 
bꝛought in pzeſece beſoꝛe mp Lozd, he pꝛeſently rclated the 
ſtozy ofhis life,q offered to ſubmit himſelſe, dis whole copa 
ny, the eſtate x pm chaſe he had, vnder bis Loꝛdſhips pzotes 
ion , with condition, this his Loꝛdſhip woulo be his me - 
diato2 foz the Kings maieſties mercy , and p2ocure his 
pardon, when his Lo2dſhip in wiſdome finding it not te- 
quiſite to articulate with him further then he required, 
fince two of his followers J and kinſmen teo were as 
board his (hip , and ſeing both the ſhips as well his owne 
as Roupes , with their whole companyeo and ſading, er- 
cept himſelſe, tolye ſo alooſe they might goe off at plea- 
ſure in ſpiaht ofcontroule , he granely thought it fit fo 
giue this ſich line tillhe might moꝛe iuſtly choak him, with 
the baite he coneted : and the reuppon gane him his 
p2otection fo2 a named time, fo2 himſclfe and his company, 
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ſeemed o rezarnhim withintire relgect and £20 niſed him 
with ul, that o facre as wt his honnour he ſa tip unght, 
he would pꝛoue his 00 iou able friend to pꝛocute his p irs 
von, vppon which hoge, lennmzs emboldned, he ricted 
tn pleaſure and reuelled in the towne carited one of 
my Loꝛds ſonnes and diners gentlemen ing ebiting there 
about, diuers times abooꝛd his ſh p , where his enter- 
tainement to them was wonderkull, and pꝛeſents giuen 
vuto euerp hand, ſhewing them witta'l, his Lo:dihips 
pꝛotedion, and relating the honozable pꝛomiſe his cares 
receiued from his olone tongue, which was he would do 
his beſt to pꝛecutre his pardon, which inticiug p2omiſe 
of my Loꝛds, though lennings had heard it, and in regard 
ofthe p2otection , was bz :ugh! to belceue, neither Roup 
ns; the rea would be b2ought to truck, ouely now and 
then ſome two 02 thee by turnes going 4 ſhoze fog freſh 
vicuall and ſo returned againe. 

Fo? the ſpace ofa foztmight they thus continued, in 
all which time by no perſuaſion of leanings , noz hope 
ofmy Lozd could Roupo2 the ſhips be b2ought within 
checke, neither my Lozds men wha were left in hoſtage 
foꝛ lennings be deliuered a ſhoace. Till one dzy hauing 
keaſted voluptuouſly with them abco2d, and dzunke hard, 
he out of his owne motion made the offer vnto them, that 
that night they ſhould goe with him and teuell it a ſboate: 
from this he was diſuaded by ſeme who at this inſtant 
were mozeſtaid then himſelfe , but he nealening their 
conncell , the long boat is cald ſo - they are ſet a ſhoare 
and reuelling it in Limbricke, and the next mozning no 
doubt had returned againe had not this which followeth 
happened that night. 

Captaine Roup hauing intelligence that my Tozds 
men were gone with him toland , comming aboozd the 
ſhip he contrived with the maiſter, and into his long boat 
conueyed out of the gun · poꝛt moſt ol lennings ſhet and 
powder , as with purpoſe but to bozrow it, and the next 
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neede fo repay it agame: with which being ſtoꝛed he hops 
ſed laules, and away goes he: and the Maiſter of iervings 
hip in the mo2nng m ling the pinck, ſeeing neither Caps 
tame noꝛpledges eturnd aboo2d, doubting ſome trechery, 
ha doth the tke, ans my Lo2d of Toumond taking note 
how the ſhips were gone and that the limit of his pzotectt- 
on giuen, dad erpirde the date:becommannds leanings to 
moꝛe ſafe cuſtody, yet with exp2clſechargeto be woꝛt july 
vled, and hauing by this ſpace directed his letters to Sir 
Robert Chict eſtet Lo, d deputy of Ireland, ot all theſe 
p2oceedings, there is by this, a warrant come to my Lo2d 
T oumonds hands, from the counſell of Ireland. to direct 
his pꝛilonet to Dublin, who not onely gratiouſiy vſing 
ol him while he was in his charge, but by erpzclſe con- 
maund, icſigning him ouer to thoſe had ozder fo2 his ſafe 
condugd, be gave hum out of his owne coffers a hundzed 
pown® ſt itling. to defray his expente. 

Being uow come vnto Dublin, and examied beſoze the 
Countell, he vented not what he bad bene, and pleaded foz 
mercy ſince he came in volantary, which by this that fol- 
toweth may appeareno doubt had bene graunted. had not 


his fo2mer life bene ſo contemptible: foz ducing the time of 


his ſtay iu Dublin which was abouethzee moneths, the 
right honourable Carle gf Clanricard, and Lozd Tou- 
mond whs in thatſpace wasp:eſent there, had (0 labe2d foz 
him that he had all the lybectie of the country within ten 
mile about both tohawke and to hunt and none to attend 
hun bat only on Iames a muſition, who was my Le2d of 
Clanricards man pꝛouided this he returnd to the caſtle 
fo2 his lodging atnight. 

Nay-after that, by the direction of the Councell here, he 
was to be ſent fo: England: and that they had receiued 
true and perfect inſtruaions what an ill liuer he had bene, 
in that they would not ſeeme to dichearten him in the iout⸗ 
ney he was to take, they diſchargd him of cuſtody, and as 
it had bene to haue implop d him in ſome affaires ot ipoꝛt, 
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gaue him charge ok a letter to the Maioꝛ of Cheſter, whoſg 

| purpoſe was to conney him to London. From Cheſter he 
| was conducted totheParſhalſeyſes in Southwark, where 
remayning euen ſince Pay laſt, to the eye omen, he liued 
a careles life, o: d2eadles of that he did thinke was to 
come: one being mery adꝛinking with him once, demaun- 
ded ol him thus: faith Capfaine lennings and how did

ker, lohn Williams QBarriner and Bat on of his ſhip. and 
John Lodge, who being demanded what they could ſeue · 
rally ſay to the inditement, Captaine lennin zs began to 
intercept the clark, gin this maner to plead in theit excuſe. 
Alas my Lo2d what would you haue theſe paoze men ſay? 
they can ſay nothing to it, i any thing they haue done they 
were compelo vnto it by me, and J muſt anſwer foꝛ it. 
Co this excuſe by that honourable court he was thus an- 
ſwerd, that they doubted not but his owne conſcience 
boꝛe witneſſe againſt him, that he had heard in ough in his 
ſcucrall enditements, to anſwer foz himſelſe, and ſo they 
wiſhed him let euer y one of them, and if it ſhould apprate 
either by icftimony oꝛ tircumſtance, as heinferd thepwere 
tleere, the whole Court chould be glad ofit, and to that 
purpoſe they ſhould be heard themſelues, oz any foz them 
at full. Wherevpon Thoma; Renolds, by the name of 
Thomas Renolds ſhamaker,was againe called,t deman- 
ded of lhe Clarke ofthe Admiralty,what he pleaded to the 
enditement, whether gulltp oz not quilty? who anſwe- 
ring not guijty,and deſierd of their Lo2dſhips, he might 
with their gratious fauour be heard, and which being by 
the honourable of the counſell vpon his requeſt p2eſently 
graunted, he pleaded thus, That at the time of Captaine 
Jennings anchozing in Baltimer, he was a Journiman 
Doomatzer reſident in Corcke, whome Captaine len- 
nin gs ſent foz, (as he might haue done foz any other) to 
being bootes 02 ſhooes to furniſh both himſelfe and his 


whole company, who with a couple of boyes in hope to 


make away his maiſters ware with pꝛofit, came avco2d 
his chip, and fitted them al ſo farre as his ware wold ſerne, 
foz which, acc62ding to his owne p2ice, he was from Cap- 
taine lennings owne hand o2derly paid, and he deliueted 
the mony to one of the bopes to carry, and ſent them to ſtaꝝ 
fo2 him ſome reſpite a ſhoze, while he being inticed by the 
Captaine and others toreſta while and be yr” 
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them. was with the ouercharging of marry made ſo dzanke 
that he fell in a lleepe, in which time the winde ſecutng, 
and they hauing compaſled themſelues of all thinges fir, 
the fi ſt time he waked he found himſelfe at Bea, and the 
Captaine and others in fixbt with one of thoſe ſh:ps, foz 
which he ſtood new indited, and foz p2oofe heereof he 
b:ought in another ſhoomaker, lo iuiſſ fie that at the ſame 
time he then inkerd. he was woꝛking in Corke, and liued 
honeſtlp byhis labour, ſo that if any thing he had done, it 
was done in the company af them by whome he was com- 
peld vnto it. and there lo ꝛe quoth he, J humbly deũte both 
pour honours and the Jurp, to mingls mercy with iuſtice, 
conſcience with equity, ⁊ ſo commillerate my caſe. Which 
tale of his hautag ſo good a reliſh of credit, he being the 
firſt that erpꝛeſled the fozme, though many alter (both of 
Captaine | caninzs,CaptaineHarris, and Captain Long- 


caltle: copanies) endeuouredto fallow the courſe, their bo- 


nours leaning his defence to the good conſideration of the 
Jury to determine how true it was, he onely by theit vet ⸗ 
dit was returnd not guilty, and the reſt( with their Taps 
taine) conuicted as fellenes and pp2ates vpon the high 
ſeas, and in maner and foꝛme as they ſtood invited. And 
after their conuiction and iudgement they were conueied 
backe tothe Marſhalſeys, from thence on Fryday moz- 
ning to Mapping, the place appointed fo2 their executton: 
where Captaine lennings being the firſt that was cald 
to goe vz to his death, and ſeeing that he had bene al this 
while deluded with a fruities hope (fo2 vpon mo know⸗ 
ledge both Captaine Harris ond he the day befoze their ex 
ecution, did repoꝛt they were repꝛeiued) he didnow in 
ſoule repent him ol his ſinne. complayned of his luits and 
ryots, as thecauſers ofhis ruine, conſelt that befo:e this 
he had receiued pardon fo2 his heynous tranſgreſſions, 
and had nat the goodneſſe to deſtſt from ill : he deftred God 
of his mercy to teceiue his ſoule, 4 the woꝛld at his death 
to pardon his bod, & ſo deſicing the multitude m_ 
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toꝛs to pꝛay foꝛ him and ſing a plalme lu ith him, he was the 
liritwas turnd of the laddet and after him both Lod ge and 
* iiams, as his conſoꝛts and confederates ſound gullty 
in his aatons, did likewiſe ſuffer death. 


The diſcourſe of Captaine Longcaſtle alias Lanca- 
ſter,c them of his company that ſufferd, namely Wil- 
lam Tauerner and lohn Moore. 


is William Longcaſtle was directly knowne, and 
ſo accuſed by one of the right honourable of the Coun⸗ 
ſell, at the tunc ot his tryall, to be an arch-py;ate,and foz- 


merle a confederate with that famous Ward, although 


both himſelfe, Tauerner and the other did ſtifly deny to 
ſfand guilty acco2ding to their inditement, oz to deſerue 
whcrby tobe accuſed fo2 robbing the Suſan of Briſtoll, of 
whome one Anthony Wye was Maiſter, which piracy 
was thus committed. 

One maiſter Hal a credible marchant of this hono2able 
Cittie, furniſhing koꝛth a ſhip of his called the Vliſſes of 
London, foz the weſt Indies, and inſtituting in this his 
venture (which amounted toa thouſand paund)one of his 
men as gotiernour and facto? thereof, the from theriuer of 
Thames, puts out to ſea, where meeting with ſeuerall diſ- 
aſters, both to her ſelfe and her men, in the many alteras 
tions incident on the waters, the Fado thought it fit(ha- 
uing by the marchants appointment the whole ozder and 
truſt) to put in about Plimeuth, to ſtrengthen and repaire 
their fozmer miſhaps, when iaquiring loꝛ Marriners that 
were beſt and ableſt to venture themſelaes in ſo long a 
voyage, and furniſhing their wants with all that beto2e 
their neceſſity aſked, he tame acquainted,and did take in⸗ 
to his company t aid, theſe thzee by the names of Long · 
caſtle, Tauerner and Moore, and with theſe he puts on 
to Sea, in hope of ſucceſſe, where anchozing to take in 


freſh water at Sophy in _— thrymet withyoulan 
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of Briſtoll, oner whome was maiſter, Anthony Wye, 
ef the ſame City:betweeae whome, being both tranelters 
from one nation, there was kriendſhip 4 congratulations 
eaterchangeably offerd (bctweene theſe two houſcs and 
houſeholders) on the waters, as fz2mally as then ttep had 
met aſhoꝛe: as, one day the Suſan to ſeaſt the Viiles, and 
the nert day the Suſansmen to come abco2d of her, which 
occaſion now this Captaine Long caſtie not looſing the avs 
nantage of, he pꝛacttſed pꝛinateip with this Tauernet 
and Moore, fo: the ſurxpꝛiſall of the uſan, and ta the furs 
theting and finiſhingof this vV1tulk enterpziſe, he wrought 
with Paiſter Hals FaRo2, to tnuite the Paiſtec Antho- 
ny Wyͤe, with as many of tha others as he gotiniiucions 
had commaund in the Suſan, to come to banquet and re- 


nell aboard their VIiſles of wich curte ſte offerd, Maſter 


Wye hauing no otceſian to conteiue any ſuſpition, of any 
miſchie fe tnuented, ſince they had ozmetlyentetthangea- 
bly dealt in the ſame curteſies, and eſpettally lying bath 
at refuge now in Sophie toad, and ſo nc ere vpon the choꝛe, 
theit deſtre is cendiſcended vato, and he with his agents 
in the long boate belonging ta the V lifes, is brought a 
booꝛd, their feaſt is ſvr:4thed, their entertainement wel- 
come, and te heaiths goe round, when theſe thzee, ep 
ing their oppoꝛtunitp, in the edge of their entring, they 
flip away by turnes, and with ſome other wheme 
they had won to be link; d as their conſozts, they pꝛiuate- 
v man out the long veat, and comming neere the Suſan, 
making their pꝛetente to bing backe their maiſter and the 
reſt of their friends, they p2eſent'y board her, clap her men 
vnder hold, and ce. ze on her goods, hopſe ſaples, and by 
the helpe of this ſtratagem, in this ſhip of Biiſtoll, they 
are out at Dea, which Bailfer Wye hauing notice of, and 
tudging by their flight of the innocency of the Fado: the 
Vliſles makes on foz her Welt Indian voyage, the 
Halter Anthony Wyetsleft at Sophie, and after as con+ 
nentence would affoozd him, makes his returne to 1454 
an 
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land,whorecomplaining to the bigh Court ofadmiralty of 
this outrage offerd, it was ne«dfull and iuſt oz him, in 
his owne diſcharge, to g ue in the names of theſc thzee as 
ac02s of this pyyaty, till time ſhould giue meanes foz 
their appꝛehenſion and anſwer. 

Hut ſee how it happered, there was with Capfaine 
Longcaſtle in this ſhip of the Miles a Hegro, who not 
a month befoze, he had bought to be his boy and b2ought 
to be a Ch:itiin, who in the rachnelle to ſu pꝛiſe and 
haft to get oft, he had neglected to take with him hem left, 
in the Wiſles, whereby the Factoz was tonſtrained to 
take dim atorg with htm , and at his returne deliue ed 
hum to maiſtet Hall at London, vnto whem allo (vz. 
ging his owne innotencie) hs telated the miſcyance had 
happened, diſcoui ſed the manner, and to his maiſte:(as 
it is here retoꝛdet) deliuerto theit names, who foz his 
Own: diſcharge, and the diſcharge both of his ſhip and 
goods, he delivercd ſs much to the Lo2t high Avinirall, 
and ſo his factoꝛ as the ſeaſon ſcrued with the like trulk is 
ſent to ſea againe: in whoſe avſence, this Captatae 
Longca(tlc hauing his name infamous fo: a Roner , no- 
terioas ſoꝛ a Pirate, and knowne foz certarne to be acon - 
federat with Ward, hebelike not doubting lo much of 
himſelſe as was hete maniteſt, he puts ſecretiy in at Can« 
ſon bap neare Plimmoth, and with this Taucrrer and 
Moore, thought to line pꝛiuatly, till they could fully 
compound with this Anthony Wye, fo2 his intuxp paſt, 
being certaine no other Cngliſhman could witnes again 
them. And this is a thing wozthy note among theſe 
pirates, they neuer ſee 02 knowe of their aduerſarie, but 
they are as perfcc as himſelfe , foz how much they mut 
compound, which may ſeemeffrange to ſome, ſince a- 
mongſt thecues it is vnlikely there ſhould be any ozder 


vut all hauock, andcatch that catch map to be all their 
fake. But with theſe ſon o robbers it is not ſo, fo2 be- 
ing once ſure the burthen ua the _ 
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cals ſtraight fo2 the maiſter 02 marchant, and demaundes 
koꝛthwith fog their billes of lading ,whereby he knowes 
what belongs to thematchant , and what to the maiiners, 


When the marchants bentuce is alwates taken fozlawtull 


p213e , but the ſailoꝛs goods is moſt commonly reſtoꝛd, and 
this bill doth the pirate Captaines moſt care ully ket p and 
lap vp, and as they call it, foꝛ their owne diſcharge - 

But to our purpoſe, this Longcaſlle lining thus lurking 
to and fro about Cornwal,the infamy of his name b2ought 
him in moꝛe ſuſpition then any ready accaſation that was 
ertant againſt him: ſo that this repozt of him being cax⸗ 
ried about by rumoꝛing tongues, and buzd abꝛoad in ſoma-· 
ny ears it was at laſt bꝛought to a tight woꝛchiptul Right 
and a Juſtice of peace, who calling him befoze him, he 
demaunded from him of his courſe of life, & as how and 
where foz the laſt thee peares he had oꝛderly ſpent his 
time? who being able to render no confident and reſol- 


uing anſwer, he thought it good in his diſcretion to 


commit him to pꝛiſon, pct pꝛetending no further, but till 
he could put in ſuffictent ſureties fo2 his good behauiout: 
when in the meane time this pꝛouident Gentleman, ſent 
firſf to the Uiceadmirall to enquire againſt his 
name, anda'ter to the high Court of admiralty ;, tf no- 


thing weretaferd againſt him, when alter ſearch it ap⸗ 


peared vppon reco2d the fozmer piracy againſt the Suſan 
of Briſtoll, and thematſter thereof Anthony Wye, and 
his depoſition againſt Longcaſtic and Moore to the ſame 
=_ whereuppon they were all thee, committed to 
xceter Gaole, inthe Countyof Denonſhire ; and a- 
gainſt their time of tryall , as the other remooued to the 
Parcballeys, and at their day of arraignement accozding 
to Juſtice ſtood indited foz the ſame cffence, vn- 
to which inditement they pleaded not guilty, where- 
vpon Anthony Wye by name of Anthony Wye of Bri» 
ſtoll mariner and maiſter of the Suſan, was in perſon 
called to giue in euidence againſt them, who being ſeene 
N the 
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whereuppon by one of the Ceuncell it was vꝛged, how

anſweated : foz mine owne part quoth he) I neuer offered 
him peny fo; the ſaue-guard of my ſelfe 02 any of my com- 
pany ,neither had he anp reaſon foz it, ſince they wers 
not the men that were then at the fact: pet he had heard 
that ſome friend ot his in his behalfe, had offeted him in 
full ſatiſfagion , reſtitution to the valonr of all bis goods 
loſt, as alſo in gratuity to himſcife fiity pound, in conſi- 


de ration he would be filent : it was then demannded of 


him who that friend ſhould be? he anſwered he knew net, 


fo; him of ſo much mony , and he bea ſtraunger to the 
motion: beſides what reaſon had any friend to make (uch 
an offer if his friend were cleare ſince the lawe is ſo tuff 
in euety mans cafe, nay when the Rings maicſtte himſelſe 


in the cace of his ſubiects , ſends both his Councell of ſkate 


and Conncell at lawe to ſit euen as vmpires betweene 


Juſtite and their lines. Whereuppon maiſter Hall was 


called, tocertifie whether his man at his refurne , had 
not giuen in to him the perfect names of thoſe thee 


men as they ood there inditsd, and the true deſcription 


of their ſtatures, who anſwered the names and ſtatutes 
of thꝛee ſuch men his man had ginen him, but wht- 


ther they were the men, he neither durſt noz could not ſay, 


fo: he bad neuer ſeene them (and his man was now at

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cald earneſtiy vppon the Curt, Anthoay Wye being 
abſent M. Halls facto; at ſea, and none as pet perſonnally 
togiue euidence againſt them, that their Lo2dſhips 
would be mercifull vato them, and not to calf a wap their 
innocent lives vpon meere pꝛeſumptions, that no os 
ther enidence as pet comnung in, it was thought ofthe 
ſpeaatoꝛs and all (but the Court who knew there the 
men ) they ſhould then haue bene quitte: when fſtcaight 
was calledthe Negro who be ze had bene his man and 
teſerued in pizuate to ſe how lang thric impudence would 
houldout, when firſt being demaunded ik Longcaſtle 
had bene his maiſter, he anſweared pes: then was aſ- 
ked of Longcaſtle it the Mouse ho bene his bop, who 
reſclued that he dad: the bop was then queſtioned, if he 
was not at ſea with him in ihe Viiſles? the boy afk rmed 
it, and Longcaltie being demaunded the ſame gveltion, 
although he ſtaggerd at the ſicſt could not ſtrong e deny 
it. Uppon which affirmation, the euidence being Utong 
ag ainſt Longca#le, it was pleaded by the other and ei- 
pectally by Tanerner that thep were not the men wha 
werethen atthe action : and whereas there was ng 
moꝛe but the direct title of their names aga uſt ih m, there 
was no deubt many moze of the ſame nme, of Tau:rner 
t Moorcin this ſpatious kingdeme beſides them clues:

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#cco2ding fo their fozmer p2actiſe, offer their onfrane a⸗ 
gain{f the Suſan 6f Briſtoll in manner and fozinsas they 
ftood invited 2 when he affirmed diccaly they were the 
men. 

Upon which Longcaſtle deſirde oftheir Lo:dHivs to 
be heard, and inferd that he denied him not to be his boy, 
but intecated ofthe Couct, that the tongue of a Pagan, an 
Infi del, whoſe teſtimonies were no euidence to confirme 
the Jury, and whoſe woꝛds were to be held in no regard, 
might not be the axe to hew donne the tree of his life, but 
i'that his tranſzrefſtons ag unſt the law had deſ:rucd 
death, J beſecch pour Lo2dthips quoth he, let the tengue 
| ef ach id ian and not of a Pagan cut ofkiny life, 

Which words apreared vnto all cares that were p2e- 
ſent, to be vttered om the vehemencp of his ſonle, and 
from the Court he was thus ceſolued. That where he de- 
red to haue the oath of a Chuſtian, humſelir, 4 the N core 
had cone he had made him one , witch was the moſt 
bertuone x bleſſedſt deede that he did ſhewe in his whole 
life: but then Lozochips tou'd him witha'l they muſt gius 
him to vnderſtand, that it was not the appzooucment of 
dis tongue, no2 that he had beine his boy which made 
them giue credit, that now they mity , but the

D2 Y he ſeared death moꝛe then the reſt, loꝛ my part J will 
not iudge, but he grewe vehement and called fo? a booke 
to ſweare in his innocence , a'thaugh J was credibly cer⸗ 
tified both his Captaine and himſelife did after in the p2t- 
ſon with theſe wozds conſeſſe, that we are battily ſozry 
we ſhall be hanged now foz a petty acton , that haue mes 
rifcd talke in matters of woꝛth. Do hauing their ſentence, 
they wersconneyed backe to the Parſhalſies , where J 
muſk credibly ſpeake of them, they behaued their liues (a 
carcfully fo the future comfo2t of their ſoules, as ifthey 
had neuer bene the men, the whole courſe of whaſeaci- 
ons, had bene addiged to ſuch an vngodly purpoſes , ma⸗ 
king their way to the gate of ſaluatien, by conieſſing 
their ſinnes, and knocking thereat ko: entrance, with ſo2- 
rowfull ſighes, andrepenting hearts, which no doubt 
flewe open vnto them: they were thiee men who were 
neuer ſcene to laugh from the ſentence ol death tothe 
power of execution thereof: they deficed not the compa⸗ 
ny of their friends, but made p2ayers their acquaintance, 
they lamented now that ( in hope to gaine A little bꝛeath 
which they muſt be ſure tolooſe) they had ſlandered and 
belyed their conſciencesin denying their crimes, they 
freely comended their tranſgreſſions to the lawe that was 
92daind to puniſh them, they willingly reſignd their bo- 
dies ts the earth, the mother ol mankind, and made fo2 
their graue, and moſt religioully gaue vp their ſoules vn- 
to Yeauen from whence it was giuen them: and lo from 
creatures of wickedneſle hauing created themſelues An- 
gels of goodnelle, frompzaciſers of folly, pꝛoued coun 
ſellers tofaith , andſofcom the ſea ofmiſchiefe , thꝛough 
which their wholo pilgrimage had trauailed , making 
their bodies the fit ſepulchze of repentance , _—_

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Barſkalſeys as thereſt, they were conueid in a barge to

His William Minas was a Barriner, married any 
had his abiding in Cornewall, who not contentes 
with that ſaffictent meanes that Gov and nature had pꝛo⸗ 
nidedfo2 him, being (as ſs was moſt of them all) a man of 
comely perſonage, and ofan able body, by vntuft courſes 
t bought to ſtrengthen his fo:tune, ſo that vſing meancs 
to get to ſeaina pꝛetty ſhip , called che Concozd of Pli- 
mouth, vpon the coaſt of Fraunce he met with a French- 
man, and as the cuſtome of Pyrates is, being the ſtron- 
ger party, without asking het leaue, he ranſacked her 
goods: but as it is certaine, he that once endeuocurs tobe- 
gin to ſteale, doth ſtraight endeuour andlearne fo lye, 
ſincelying and ſealing are as inſeperable companions 
as atheefe and receiner, ſo that Minas had a coleurable 
tale at the time of his araignment, bearing ſome likeli⸗ 
hood of truth to excuſe his theft. Namely that making 
homo ſrom Spaineto his abiding in Cornewall, his ſhip 
(ths Concozd)beaten with weather, began to faile and put 
himſelle and men in diſtreſſe, neere the coaft of Fraunce, 
where he met with this Frenchman, ſo that he hauing 
farre to ſaile, and the Frenchman nsere his arriuall, he 
and gaue him ſatiſfadion to exchange ſhips 


with him, lo diſmiCCed his lading from his to the French- 


mans, and the Frenchmans to his, pzomiſing withall, 
with this condition, that the Frenchman ſhold receine his 
ſhiphers in Englad, butnamednoplace:they thus agreed

himſelfe behinde hand, and in danger to thoſe,had put him 
in truſt, that foz feare of impziſonment he durſt not be 
ſeene, he reſolued v30n theſe vmuſt courſes of piracy : hs 
was a fellow but wearich 4 ſimple in ſhow, but moze vio- 
tent,croell and merciles,then any of thereft:whenhe was 
at ſea he c<nſidered not what belonged to the actions be 
bndertooke,but reſo'ned, that the finiſhing of whatſoeuer 
he pꝛetended was well, ſo it were don: in wh'chie lution | 
furniſhing himſelfe to w2ong,as by his owne confeſſion 
it appeared both at his araignment, and was read againſt 
him vpon reco2d, namely that about midſomer laſt was 
thꝛee peates he came into Foy, in Cornwal, ma Portu- 
gal Carui','aden with Sugers, Mines, and other tommo⸗ 
dities, which he and his company tooke about the Made- 
raes: and as he inferred by vet tue and ſtrenathof a com⸗ 
miſſion graunted from the ſtates of the Low Countries, 
andthe Captaine ofthe ſhip,being one Albret Albertſon 
of Ankmers in Holland, and which pꝛize they had law- 
fu'ly tcoke, and ſold the molt part ofthe purchaſe thereof 
in Foy, either by generall oz particaler ſale,to whomeſoc⸗ 
ver would byeit. 

Upon which coulour able excuſe, though there were moꝛe 
then this inditement againſt him, and he manifeſted to 
the honourable ofthe Court to be a knowne offenver, it 
was yet aſk* ofyun, where that commiſſion was to beare 
teſtimony in his innoſence? which he not being able to 
ſhow, it was by the Court told him it was no maruatl that 
he tould not, ſince vpon their knowledge, about the time he 
related thcre was a ftri& pꝛohibition by Pꝛoclamat ion 
fo2 any Engliſh to combine with the hollanders in any 
ſuch attempts ſo that he being dziuen to ſilente in that be 
halle. and his excuſe confuted with apparant truth, it was 
vet demanded of him who and what they were, that were 
then in his company beſides the Captaine, Albert Albret- 
fon,at the time of this pyꝛacy: to which article he anſwered 
there was one Iohn Giles, maiſter Richard Ward and 
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P.hlip Downes ſaploz8, Water Cox, Hercules Kellam & 
one has Gilly of Perin,but thereſt of there names, 
being molt of them Dutchmen, he could not remember, if 
theſe then(anſweredthe court) weare in thy company ar d 
as theu ſaieſt the outrage committed was don by commiſ⸗ 
ſicn from the Gates: topurge thy (elle and that 1* map ap⸗ 
peare though heere thou andſt accuſed thou art pet both 
a good ſeruant to God and a faithfull ſubtentto thy Bing, 
deliuer then where thou paitedlt company with them, 
when thou lefteſt them, end how in thine own behalfe they 
may be beard of, the which without halting it appecring 
ts the Court he was not able to doe, his owne eramina- 
fron taken befoze the right wo2fhipfull . Daniell

With which ſhip and goods making for Bri- 
ſtoll, betwixt Padſlow and S. Iues, vpon the coaſt 
of Cornewnll, on Thursday being the 28. of A- 
prill, 1608. early in the morning they eſpied a ſail 
a head, who ſhortly came vp to themʒzhaled them 
and demanded of whence they & their ſhip was? 
who preſẽtly reſolued them they were of Briſtol, 
and were thither bound: and then onthe other 
ſide queſtioned them accordingly, of whence 
they were? who auſwered them they were of the 
ſea, and therevpon ſtearnely commaunded the 

maiſter to ſtrike his top ſailes, who reſolued them 
he would not: wherevpon ſome ſmall fight being 
ente rtaind betweene them, the Royall being to 
-weake for the man of warre, both in men and mu- 
nition, they preſently laid their veſſell aboord, 
and many of them to the number of ten entred 
her hold, and there tooke out this John Shipman, 
his brother Thomas Shipman, the ſcotch maiſter 
John Matheſon, and the whole company, except 
two or three boyes, and put them in the Cock- 
boat: ſo leauing them to the mercy of the merci-

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leſſe windes & waters, to be driuenſo aſhore, frg 
which it was 7. or 8. leagues at the leaſt, aud 
when doubtles they. had all periſhed, the Cecke 
being ſo ouerladen, had it not pleaſed God enen 
when they werealmolt driuen out of ſigh ofthe”. 
that Captaine Downes and his company, ſuſpect- 
ing belike & as it after appeared, that they 11 this 
wretchednes, on the ſodaindifinifſeghad carried 
their mony with cht, they inthat opinion ſer ſaile 
wich all the [petd chat might Be, & f-rched vp the « 
co. kboat againe, & took them into their ſhip, firſt 
| threatned them, then ſtripped hem, and ſearchegs 
them fot their money, but finding none, the Cap- 
ta ine cOmaunded them to be ſtowed in the hold, 
& there kept them in terrible feares for the ſpace 
of 12. houres; i nhich reſpit ti ey tooke two of 
the ſi ip boyes hung them vp and whipped them 
with whips, ſtil demandiag of them betwixteuery 
laſh Hat mony they knew or had heard the mai- 
ter or marchant had in the ſhip, & where it was 
lodged? who poore ſoules willingto hold out (til 
vemitie cõpeld the contrary) for their maiſters 
ed, they walled them about the heads with 
mall ropes, wrinching their forcheads and tem- 
ples with ſuch cruell torture, It would haue made 
a ſauadge ryrant euen in pitty haue wept, to 
haue heard them crye and lament, ſo that the vt- . 
moſtwhich they did know, & morethen auer they 
had heard of, in hope to gaine ſome reſpit of eaſe, 
they were forced to confeſſe. 
Then toołe they this Jahn Shipman himſelf and

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-Apund him to the fore - maſt, and beat him with x 
he wretched man cryed, and his brother la- 

ed to heare him: he begd for pitty, but they 
e flinty hearted: and though that he hid told 
themthe truth of all they had, they eſteemed it for 
falſhood, and commaunded ſtraight he ſhould be 
hanged vp by the necke, whole will like a cruell 
theefe was ſtraight obeyd, and poore Shipman cut 
downe againe ere he was 2 quarter dead, & there 
leſt either to recouer by the mercifull hand of

ines: while they not fully ſatiſſied with what 
he had confeſſed and they partly had found, they 
felltoranſacking a freſh, and toołe this John Ship- 
wins cheſt and his brothers, and tooke out from 
kis owncheſt fine rugs and two fuites of apparel, 
and three rings, herein were ſet two fine dia- 
monds, two ſutes of clothes, and a paire of cor- 
rall bracelets: out from his brothers, together 
with a whole cheſt of apparrell, ſome diamonds, 
Tobacco, and otherthings belonging to one M. 
Anthony iH ye, worth a — 2 Marks:and ſorifling 
them of all their goods & commodities but theit 
ſalt, they delivered them backe againe theit ſhip 
and departed inthe euening. 
Being then demaunded whether John Downes 
were Captaine, and did appeare vnto them to 
haue the chiefe commaund of that man of warre 
which tooke them, as alſo what manner of veſſe ll 
ſhe was, and of what burt hen? 
To which article he anſwered, that the ſayde 
| G 2 lohn 
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loln Downes arraigned and indited, was Captaine 
and expreſſe commaunder in that man of warre 
the which ſurpriſed them, and that their ſhip was 
a barke of Perin, of 25. tunnes or thereabouts, 
which belonged to John Bates of Perin, and now 
one of theſe Pyrates, as alſo that of his aſſiſting 
company, was Themas Martin of Salcous, Peter 
Newman of Lalant {W:{ltram Hatch of Foy, Fletcher of 
Perin, Richard Nowell of Penſance, Thomas Lamlet 
of Cargtaue neere Salth iſh. John Traves of Mini- 
fer In Cornewall, JohnMathew, Edward Higgins 
of Colbrooke, lohn Clarke of London, lohn Barber 
of Dartmouth, one Ga ret of Dublin, and two or 
three others, whoſe names he knoweth not: far- 
ther, that comming home with his ſhip to Briſtol, 
and being ſo certaine oftheſe men both by their 
names and countenances, his brother and him 
ſelfe were both cager in their purſuit, not ſo 
much he proteſted indeſire of their bloods, as to 
haue ſome ſatiſfaction for the goods they had rob 
bed from them of other mens, and was put in 
their truſt, though not caring for their one: 
in which dilligentinqueſt, it was the fortũe ofthis 
examinates brother Thomas Shipman, to happen v- 
on this Captain Downes, & cauſed him to appre- 
Leaded in Wales, from whence he was ſent to- 
wards London, but by the way making an eſcape, 
which cauſed their purſuit to be freſh againſt him 
they were the meanes that aſter he was atre- 
ſted in Cornewall, c-mmitted priſoner by one 
Maiſter &eſworricke, this is the man, and all this is

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the man, and this is the perfect truth by the oath 


he hatht ken. 

Unto all which he neitber having power to dend, no2 
ercuſe ſo ſhameſuil a truth, but by his fi'ence to the eui⸗ 
dence appꝛoued his gutit, be as the loꝛmer was by verdit 
conuta>rcd ; and though by le boꝛ of its father, and the aũli⸗ 
ſtante of ſeme ſtiends, and incſpectully of ſuch whome he 
had loꝛmetly wꝛonged, in hope to dꝛaw ſome ſatiſfoction 
from him, he was rep2:ecued that mozning when the o⸗ 
ther leauenteene were executed: but his grattous maieſty 
hauing from his pꝛudent and graue counſell, had vnder- 
ſconding of the uſt p2oceedings, and the cuer looking of 
the indi ements, enidence and ere minations of them 
all ant finding his actons moze hatefull then any of the 
re ſt in the moꝛning had ſuffeced, expꝛeſſe charge was ſent 
fo2 his pꝛeſent execution, while he Food imboldened with 
hope of life, as one vnwozthy to liue oꝛ haue taſte of any 
fanaur, when o her ofmoze merrit, part ip fo2 the like, vet 
not fo2 ſo grieucus offences had ſuffered death So that at 
feure of the clocke in the afternoone, be was conueyd from 
the Marſhalſeys to Mapping, where as ſtrange was his 
life, ſo ſtubboꝛn was he at his end, ſcarce making any out · 
ward chew oz appearance of a moztified. man: heauen 
graunt that he made him moze rectified within: fince not 
two houres be foꝛe his execution, he was heard bsaſtingly 
to repoꝛt of the wozth of his robberies,as i there had bong 
credit in doing ill namely bow many ſeueral ppzactes he x 
his tõpany cõmitted inthe habit of magkers, with v.ſards 
on their faces, and without ſpeaking a woꝛd, mating cru⸗ 
elty the o:gan to vtter their mindes, wherbyp neither their 
naines no2 their faudurs were to that day knowne to the 


inturd Marchants, not withſtanding they had ſeuerallp £ 


many times robd thoſe who had ſoꝛzmerly known e him: of 
whoſe end, wiſhing others tobe fozewarnd by him, he de- 
ſpcrately deed, 
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The diſcourſe of Captaine Halſe. 


T Bis Captaine Halſe waz a Gentleman of good dit⸗ 
cent, of mi;de behautour faire of ſpeech,and cucteous 
ofconditions, yet to ap3200ue that the diuell ſoinetimes 
hath his wozkingin the mot gratious ſubieas, it Hall ap- 
p*acem this was conſeſed by dimſeife. Being reſite it 
(quoth he) about Co2newall, not thinking ſo ill as theie 
bad intents, J met with one Read anerpert Gunner,and 
who had fozmeriybene of my antient acquaintance, when 
after ſome familiarity paſſed betwirt vs, finding me be. a 
| like a fit ſubtect to be wꝛought vpon fog his purpoſe, he per · 
i fwaded me downe to Caſen Bay, where he bꝛꝛught mee 
1 acquainted with Caytaine Sacall, with whoſe delightful 
diſcourfe of the lie at Sea, his itching pꝛonuſes of the rai- 
fi1g of my foztuncs, and the aſpect of the riches which he 
N gaue me to behold, J was ſo alterd from what J had bene. 
ſo coynd to a new diſpoſition, and ſo bewitched with his 
inticements that my heart h m coaſented to be one ol their 
- crue, exe he has fully perſwaded me, 02 my tongue coula 
: vtter my voluntary 2 Free reſolution: fo: which fozward- 
; nes of mine, in aneat ſhip be readily had called the Jacob, 
} by the perſwaſton ofthe Gunner, and ſome liking it ſee- 
g med he took? towards me himſelle he made me Captaine 
f and to Sea we are bound where neere the ſtraights, wee 
; met with a welthy p2ize,entertaind a long and cruell fight 
1 with her, the v.cozy peel ding to neither part, till moſt of 
4 the men on the aduerſe part wore either Caine oz hurt, 
F whereby at !ength,ourpurinit being eager, and their ne⸗ 
8 ceity pꝛeuailing with them, theywere at length compeld 
to peeld ol whoſe goods we hauing made ſaleot to out beit 
adaantage, when we came to partiag cuery fingle ſhare, 
| the woꝛſt and meaneſt in the ſhip came to fozty pound, | 
J whereta J mult needes ſay Captaine Sacall made it a 


conſcience to gine every one his due, rather with = 
| mo 
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maſt to a pound then fo deduc a pt nny from any: of ths 
pꝛize Captaire Sac all had ſcʒ his ſhare thzce thouſand 
pound. and J had fiftcene hundzed, with which purchaſe 
and p2?cfit o high'y enccucaged, I continued fo2 the moſt 
p. rt ſpeading it as looſely aſhs2e,a5 it u as gaind leaut ly 
at Dea, appꝛocuing it tobe trre, that geods got by the 
Deuill are meſt commonly ſpent vpan his dam: oꝛ as we 
vſe to ſay in Engliſh, bit iy gaind and u oꝛſe ſpent; fc; 
whozeg doe in tecte the ſcule with moze le pt ſie and lo- 
tet ſots then the body; in who's company 3 was 
tancht to make my actions ta be reaſcnable, the which 1 
now app2cue to be frantick raſkres, where my wil learnt 
to haue power abe ue my under ſtonding by wheme wea «+ 
ring the ſight that LuT had ginen me. Jaccoiited p beacõs 
of trumpets cies(whoneverblc;; but they betoken il) the 
lo dſtone ct ny lifeand the ſecmarkes of my ſaſe ty, by 
u tome being guided as the markis of falce knowledge, 
Jam now tun ne on the rocks of deſtrud ion. whoſe allute- 
ments are wvz\c the ſpiters cobwebs. ſoʒ they weare their 
fata!l weavons.nct to catch bieds but flics but theſe make 
ther inchantmceuts ſo ſtrcnę. that neither miad, wile, huſ- 
band ycuth noꝛ age whoſdeuer they happen on but ik they 
wi'taftend their Syren« notes, ware is not ſooner melteo 
by the fierce ftry, then they waſted by the flame ofthem: 
huſbands neglea their wives, wines loath their thudzen. 
youth theit pꝛeſit, oge then health: and in the waſting of 
all this: they are accompaned with ryot, who ſhines like a 
gallant in ſilke to dap. q isturnd to be moꝛe mi erable then 
an hoſpitall to mozrow: dicing in the day, dzinking at 
night, thꝛowing with one hand our wealth away from vs 
and foſſing inf ities and dꝛoyſtes in to cur bodies with 
the other.

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Of all which Pyrates, gentle Reader, if thou 
haſt had intelligence, of more then I haue heere 
ſet downe,I ſhould haue bene glad to haue had 
| thy inſtructions, But to him that before this hath 
not knowue ſo much, pray him to take theſe col - 

lections thankfully, onely of Captaine Jennings 
7 himſelf & William Tauerner, of Captain Longcaſtles 
ö company ſomewhat omitted at the time of their 
execution, Iwill remember now to ſet downe. 

Captain ſennings being the firſt in the commiſ- 
ſion directed to maiſter Smith the marſhall of 
the Admiralty, as he was firſt arraigned and con- 


uicted, ſo he was the firſt at the appointed place to 
ſuffer 
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ſuffer execution: and being called by his name, to 
commit himſelfe to God and to goe vp the lad- 
der & ſuffer death, he made anſwer thus: That he 
bopedno friendly nor chriſtianly cenſurer would 
hould ſo vnconſcionably an opinion of him to e- 
2 emſo carleſly of the good & future eſtate of his 
joule, asto come in the face of ſo many ſpectators 
and the tree appointed for his execution, with 
a conſcience laden with any thoughts, but repen- 
tance or truſt in any thing but in the mercy of the 
redeemer of all mankinde: and therefore what he 
had to ſpeake, was not wtheworld,butto thoſe of 
his company, whome he had partly drawne to 
this folly. & bene cauſers of their fall:vnto whom 
2 he ſpake thus: my friends, you ſee e are 
brought to take our carthly farwell the one of the 
other, and 1 am to conduct you, the way I haue 
heretofore lead you on in place of danger, more 
induring then when bullers like haile haue falne 
about our eares, yet you feareleſly and vente- 
roufly haue followed me, your Captaine, who 
haue as brauely brought you of as Ihaue bouldly 
brought you on: be not diſmaid now to do the 
like, for where heertofore 1 haue driven you 
through the footſteps of tranſgreſſion on earth, 
I now wiſh you be all as refolu'd as I goe before 
you the highway to my ſaluation in heauen, 
where we ſhallmeete amongſt tlie fellowſhip of 
Angels, although we are here deuided from the 
company of men: then be no more dreaded to 
follow then I guided by the mercy of Chriſt,

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outdaring death, clime vpthis hill he hath built 
for me: and alſo refalurly going vp the ladder 
without ſaying any other bur his prayers, and his 
thankes giuing, ſinging a pſalme he was turnd of. 
And as for Taserner hu necre ſeemed to looke 


downe on the ground, from the time of his 


comming to the execution place to the inſtant 
of his death: aduancing vp the ladder he ſaid thus: 
I doe faithfully aſſure my ſelfe this is Iacobs lad- 
der, on whoſe ſteps Laſſure I ſhall be reard vp to 
heauen, and ſo he ſuffered execution. So reader 
for thy further ſatiſfaction giuing thee the two 
euidences which were read and perſonally giuen 
to the conuiction of Captaine Iames Harrit, and 
for the true teſtimony what is recorded in this 


diſcourſe, our report is ended.

of a Ship called the St. Mary of St. Mallowes, 
which was laden at Cales in Spaine, with forty 
buts of Sacke, ſixteene Tunnes of Salt, two hun- 
dred double piſtolets in gold: and comming from 
thence, bound for St. Mallowes, the ſaid ſhip, and 
her ſaid lading, was taken about twentyleagues to 
the Weſtward the twenty day of May laſt, by a 
Flyboat hauing ſix peeces of ordnance, and nine- 
tie men or thereabouts, whereof Captaine Harris | 
was their Captaine, which being the ſaid Cap- 
taine Harris being nowpriſoner in Newgate, and 
home he ſaw on thurſday laſt, when he was ex- 
amined before the ſaid ludges, and who kept him 
twelue daies es at ſea: that the goods pro- 
p=rly belongd to this examinate, & Maſye Ceferre 
Marchant of S. Mallowes.

02 Picket of Maruine in Fraunce, by the in- 
terpretation of Thomas Burrill, ſaith, that he 
was Marchant of the Margaret of Norſidan, and

eight thouſand french crownes, in royals of plate 
and Piſtollets, being the ſomme o money for lin- 
nen clq#h and wheat he had fold there. 
And being come neere the northern cape, the 
ſame ſhip whereof//ilram Gillin was Maiſter: This 
company was violently aſſaulted and taken, 
on the 26. of may laſt, by captainc Harris and his 
company. And that this examinat gaue Captaine 
Harris a ring of gold, worth 36.crownes or ther- 
about, kept him priſoner about 5.dayes and then 
diſmiſt the french man and his ſhip the 
riches did belong to him and his
